It is the 
mode of thought resulting from the advancement of scien- 
tific thinking. First, hell and the personal devil, and now 
heaven and the angels are passing out of the picture as 
intellectual advance overtakes them, 

“Unfortunately, there is no impulse to investigate the 
problem under discussion on the part of those who accept 
the hypothesis of immortality of faith, no more than there 
is by those who, equally dogmatically reject the doctrine 
as nonsense. 

“Both these types of blind belief stand in the way of 
inquiry, and it is only by scientific investigation that.the 
world will ever know the answer to the question.” ,

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Going to the Ants 

The proverb of Solomon, “Go to the ant, thou sluggard,” 
is said to be qualified, according to recent studies. The 
admonition is good—if you go to the right variety of ants. 
Not all, however are shining examples of industry and 
thrift. A group of scientists from the American Museum of 
Natural History concluded a study in Panama of a colony 
of 20,000 marauding ants over a period of five months, 
carefully recording behavior and movements of individuals. 
They vary, say the scientists, as much as human beings 
in individuality. Some—as high as 40 per cent—are drones, 
lolling about the nest all day. Another 40 per cent are excel- 
lent workers, while the remaining 20 per cent do work— 
“occasionally.” In common with the writer of Proverbs, our 
experience with the industrious little insects must be one- 
sided, for those that we have encountered on, picnics or 
summer expeditions are certainly of the working forty per 
cent. That would, of course, be natural, inasmuch as the 
lazy ones were probably still abed. Nevertheless, we can 
take a good example from the industrious portion of the 
ant population.—The Church Advocate.

Let us pastors not stand mute while 
political forces “take over” the medi- 
cal profession! If Senate Bill 5 and 
H. R. Bill 783 should pass, medicine 
becomes politically controlled! What 
may then happen to birth control, 
faith-healing, abortion, the Christian 
concept of the home in contrast with 
“baby crop quotas”! Political med- 
icine in other nations has fostered 
the view that women are just “breed- 
ing creatures.” 

Now is the time to call a halt in 
this collectivist trend that pressure 
groups are advocating. It is not too 
late to check it—not yet. Defeat of 
the pending medical, educational and 
housing legislation would be a salu- 
tary achievement for the future free- 
dom of America. 

Some pastors are discouraged and 
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resigned to the collectivist trend. 
Don’t you be! Now is just the time to 
fight! Suppose, as a pastor in Illinois 
writes, “They have the purse, the 
‘manpower and the will to run the 
whole show. They have no respect for 
us of the disorganized majority.” 
That simply means we must get or- 
ganized—now—in your community 
and every community.

FAITH IN OUR TIME 

We should like to think what might 
happen if the strangling hold of 
apostasy should be broken in the col- 
leges, seminaries, and churches in 
America, and this unwavering faith, 





which has stood the test of the cen- 
turies, could be manifested. It is cer- 
tain that there would be a different 
type of preaching and teaching in 
thousands of pulpits, Sunday School 
classes, and many institutions of 
learning. Many barren churches 
would pulsate with new life and pow- 
er; the hungry people would find 
bread instead of a stone; the Bible 
would no longer be discredited and 
rated as a source book of religion. 


If the great denominations of our 
country should be possessed with con- 
suming passion for the winning of 
lost souls, such faith, with a passion 
for the lost, would undoubtedly cause 
the professed followers of Christ to 
turn to the highways and hedges in 
persistent efforts to win the lost for 
Christ. Vast numbers in many 
churches have been sleeping the 
sleep of death, while civilization is 
aflame with the fires of destruction.

At 6:30 a. m. one chilly morning in 
December, the little antiquated train 
left the green wooden station in 
Guatemala City for Puerto Barrios.

In- 
deed, it is quite frightening, for those 
two tiny steel rails seem entirely in- 
capable of holding the train as it 
creeps across it. It must have ac- 
quired its unusual name from the 
fact that at times cows have wan- 
dered onto the trestle, stopping the 
train until they had been removed. 

Leaving the bridge behind, the 
train began a gradual descent from 
the higher lands to the coastal re- 
gions. The weather, of course, became 
warmer, then hot. At each little 
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whistle stop swarms of vendors, dogs, and

Text: 1 Cor. 15:24, “Then cometh 
the end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom of God, even the Fa- 
ther; when he shall have put down 
all rule and all authority and power.” 


The fifteenth chapter of 1 Corin- 
thians is a well known chapter as the 
“resurrection chapter.” That is why I 
choose my text from the _ twenty- 
fourth verse in this dual message on 
“The Church and the Kingdom.” This 
chapter embodies, up to the text: 
Christ died for our sins; He was 
buried; He rose again the third day; 
if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain; now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept; since by man came 
death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead; as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive, but every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits, afterward they 
that are Christ’s at His coming. 

The term “the kingdom,” which we 
will now consider in contrast to the 
Church, was suspended at the time 
when Christ said “I will build my 
church,” Matt. 16:18. Here it is with- 
out controversy: a series of contrasts 
between the CHURCH OF GOD and 
the KINGDOM of heaven which show 
that they are not one and the same. 

(1.) Contrast in Name 

The names are never used inter- 
changeable in Scripture. The Church 
is composed of individual believers,

The king- 
dom belongs to a future age. The 
Church is unknown in the Old Testa- 
ment, only in types and shadows. The 
kingdom is often spoken of all 
through the Old Testament. The 
Church was a secret, or a mystery, un- 
til the apostle Paul’s day. 

Eph. 3:5-9, “Which in other ages 
was not made known unto the sons 
of men, as it is now revealed unto 
his holy apostles and prophets by 
the Spirit; that the Gentiles should 
be fellowheirs, and of the same body, 
and partakers of his promise in 
Christ by the gospel: whereof I was 
made a minister, according to the 
gift of the grace of God given unto 
me by the effectual working of his 
power, Unto me, who am less than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the Gen- 
tiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ; and to make all men see what 
is the fellowship of the mystery, 
which from the beginning of the world, 
hath been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jesus Christ.” 

Col. 1:26, “ Even the mystery which 
hath been hid from ages and from 
generations, but now is made mani- 
fest to his saints.” 

Rom. 16:25, 26, “Now to him that is 
of power to establish you according 
to my gospel, and the preaching of 
Jesus Christ, according to the revela- 
tion of the mystery, which was kept 
secret since the world began, but now 
is made manifest, and by the scrip- 








tures of the prophets, according 
the commandment of the everlasi 
God, made known to all nations; 
the obedience of faith.”

We must remember that our old 
ways did not please God, and we for- 
sook them then, and must keep for- 
saking them today to have favor with 
God. If we have wandered away from 
God, we must return to God. You may 
say, “How can I?” Well, if you leave 
home to go on a journey, or go to 
work or town, you know how you left, 
and you know the way you traveled 
when you left.

Thousands of 
people have gone to the largest 
schools in America and to foreign 
lands trying to change Acts 
2:1-4, but it still reads, “And 
when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with 
one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from heav- 
en as of a rushing mighty wind, and 
it filled all the house where they were 
sitting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak in other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance.” He said to them in Jeremiah 
6:16, “Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye 
in the ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way, and 
walk therein.” 

Verse 9, “For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my ways 
higher than your ways, and my 
thoughts than your thoughts.” God 
told Saul to go and destroy Amelek 
and all that he had, and to spare 
nothing; but did he do that which 
God had asked him to do? 1 Samuel 
15:9, “But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the best of the sheep. 
and of the oxen, and of the fatlings, 








and the lambs, and all that was good, 
and would not utterly destroy them: 
but everything that was vile and re- 
fuse, that they destroyed utterly.” 
Saul’s thoughts were that it would 
be all right to spare them, but that 
was not God’s thought. Saul even 
tried to make it appear, in the holy 
presence of God, that he had done 
God’s will, when he told Samuel that 
he had preformed the command- 
ments of God. Doesn’t that look like 
someone backslidden and still sing- 
ing in the choir, trying to shout over 
sin? Achan though it would be all 
right to take the golden wedge, but 
God called Joshua and informed him 
to get the people and sanctify them. 
So God’s thoughts are not your 
thoughts. If we will seek salvation just 
as we did when we first started for 
God, instead of grumbling and pout- 
ing, we will be praying and shoutiing 
in the Spirit. When we came to Him, 
we came asking Him for a new life; 
He gave it to us, so we must keep ask- 
ing Him to let us keep it. It was worth 
praying for to get it, and it is worth 
more than that now.

A Holy Ghost Landslide 


Westminster, South Carolina 


A few years ago the doors of the 
church at Westminster, S. C., were 
closed. The members had moved 
away and the services had died 
down. The Sunday School had been 
disbanded. One attempt after another 
had been made to revive it. The 
State had contributed financially to- 
ward the support of the church in 
getting a pastor to go there, but all 
seemed to no avail.

After all, 
the occasion called for some colorful 
comments which should certainly be

great wave of pity rose in my heart, 
for unto even these God had sent us; 
yet, how terribly dense was the spir- 
itual darkness which enveloped them.

best in public fire-fighing equipment 
and technique is no more immune to 
the scrouge of fire than the small vil- 
lage church.” 

The statistics indicate that 65 per 
cent of the 300 church fires given as 
examples occurred during the five 
winter months. “This record points 
directly to defective heating appara- 
tus as the principle cause of church 
fire,” it was said. 

However, the pamphlet pointed out, 
“the fact that 105 fires, or 35 per cent, 
occurred during the spring and sum- 
mer months emphasized that other 
hazards are present which are not of 
a seasonal nature. A fire prevention 
and protection program for churches 
does not permit a period of relaxa- 
tion.” The average church fire costs 
$65,941.

shall not be left to other people, but 
it shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever.” 

Dan. 7:14, “And there was given him 
dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, should serve him: his domin- 
ion is an everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and his kingdom 
that which shall not be destroyed.” 

Acts 15:16, “After this I will return, 
and will build again the tabernacle 
of David, which is fallen down; and I 
will build again the ruins thereof, and 
I will SET IT UP.” 

The Church, when completed, is to 
be taken away from the earth into 
heaven, (1 Thess. 4:13-18.) The king- 
dom, when set up, is to remain here 
on the earth. (Psa. 145:13.) The 
Church is a family, God’s heavenly 
family. (Eph. 3:15.) The kingdom is a 
people, God’s earthly people. The 
Church is composed of believers who 
have in Christ lost all “identity” as 
Jews or Gentiles. Col. 3:11, “Where 
there is neither Greek nor Jew, cir- 
cumcision nor uncircumcision, Bar- 
barian, Scythian, bond nor free: but 
Christ is all, and in all.” 


In the kingdom, “national distinc- 
tions” are to be preserved. 

(4.) Contrast in Destiny 

The Church is heavenly in destiny. 
(Phil. 3:20, 21.) 

The kingdom is earthly in destiny. 
(Dan 2:44; Zech. 14:9.) 

The Church is to be “caught up” 
into glory. (1 Thess. 4:13-18.) 

The Kingdom is to remain upon the 
earth. (Zech. 14:9.) 

(5.) Contrast in Proclamation and 
Presentation 

The gospel of the grace of God is 
the message of the Church, i.e., good 
news of God’s grace. (Acts 20:24; Rom. 
1:1.) 

The gospel of the kingdom is the 
message in connection with the king- 
dom, i.e., good news of the Messianic 
kingdom, (Matt. 4:23; 24:14.)
